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EDITORIAL NOTES 


FOR ELEVEN YEARS CHILDREN’S Book WEEK has been observed in the 
libraries, schools, bookstores, and homes of the United States, and 
interest in the subject of children’s books and reading has been greatly 
stimulated thereby. The movement was brought about by groups of 
people and by individuals who believed that the reading of good books 
should be the heritage of every child, that the good books written for 
them should be more widely known, and that within a certain realm 
the child should be allowed freedom of choice. At the present time 
so much emphasis is placed upon the proper selection of children’s 
books that there is grave danger that the last phase will be ignored. 
If care is not exercised our young Americans will presently add an- 
other item to the charts they are urged to keep; and the book of the 
week or the reading for the day will be checked off along with the 
orange juice, eight hours sleep, and setting up exercises, and the great 
adventure of reading will be lost to girls and boys. There still re- 
mains for the children’s librarian the unique opportunity of offering 
to young people shelves filled with well selected books from which 
they may choose the one they desire at the time they wish to read it. 
She should see to it that her collection is one designed to satisfy girls 
and boys; that in it are books which will cultivate good taste, stim- 
ulate the habit of reading, and afford an introduction to the realm 
of adult literature. 


LIBRARIANS PREPARING FOR Book WEEK will welcome three books 
just received in the office, which will appear in the December Booklist.

The last belongs to Our 
American Holiday series and is an anthology of poetry and prose for 
Book Week. 


WHEN THE WoRLD FEDERATION OF EDUCATION ASSOCIATIONS met 
in Geneva in July-August, there was on exhibition a collection of chil- 
dren’s books from twenty-six countries of the world. Here were 
books well loved by the children of those countries, books written to 
foster good will, classics which are the common heritage of youth, 
picture books, and books written by children. They had been selected 
by educators and librarians as the result of a questionnaire sent out 
by the International Bureau of Education, of which Pierre Bovet is 
director. This undertaking and the resulting study was financed by 
a gift of $2000 from Madame Stokowski of Philadelphia. The report 
of this study, together with the lists of children’s books from the 
various countries, was issued by the Bureau at 44 Rue des Maraich- 
ers, Geneva, as a pamphlet, entitled Children’s books and international 
good will. The books sent from the United States were selected by 
the A. L. A. Committee on Work with Children. A list of these 
books, together with an article by Anne Carroll Moore, has been 
published by the A. L. A. and is called Children’s books in the United 
States. 

A continuation of this study of children’s books, as a means of 
fostering good feeling between nations, has been made possible by 
another gift from Mrs. Stokowski. Some of the plans for its fur- 
therance that have been considered are: that the lists published by 
the Bureau be given wide circulation among publishers, librarians, 
and other educators interested in children’s books; that the lists for 
all countries be checked to indicate translations now available; that 
the lists be perfected; that the list of collaborators be greatly ex- 
tended so as to widen the circle of interested people; that the Inter- 
national Bureau of Education serve as a clearing house for informa- 
tion on children’s books of the various countries which are worthy 
of translation into other languages. 


THE CARNEGIE UNITED Kincpom Trust has done the library pro- 
fession of Great Britain another service in providing a guarantee 
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which has made possible the publication, of Mr. John Minto’s Ref- 
erence books. This is a substantial and well made volume similar in 
form and general appearance to Miss Mudge’s Guide, and purports 
to do for British libraries what that book does for the libraries of 
the United States. The emphasis is largely on British publications, 
as it should be, but American and continental works have not been 
overlooked. An interesting feature is the inclusion of references to 
specific articles in periodicals and encyclopedias. No prices are given. 
The arrangement follows the classification of the Institut Interna- 
tional de Bibliographie and Library of Congress class marks are also 
added. There is an excellent index, and the quality of paper used 
deserves especial commendation. The volume has been published in 
London by the Library Association, in Bedford Square. 


GEORGE WALTER ROSENLOF, director of Secondary Education and 
Teacher Training of the state of Nebraska, sets himself, in his new 
Library facilities of teacher-training institutions (Teachers College, 
Columbia University, 1929, 159p., $1.75, Contributions to educa- 
tion, No. 347) “to discover the present status of teachers college and 


normal school libraries as to the number and classification of certain 
books and periodicals and their administration ; to discover the extent 
to which the needs of these libraries are now recognized in the budg- 
ets of institutions studied ; to propose upon the basis of these findings 
certain standards which should govern a teachers college library, and 
to suggest certain means whereby these standards might be attained.” 
Dr. Rosenlof gathered his data from questionnaires sent to 178 in- 
stitutions, of which more than seventy-five per cent of the degree- 
granting group and over fifty per cent of the non-degree-granting 
group evinced cooperation by replying. The results of the probe are 
given in concise statements and tables, definite summaries and con- 
clusions. Authorities and references are cited. A brief bibliography 
and full table of contents, under specific heads, are included in the 
study. Library facilities of teacher-training institutions is a valu- 
able reference work for courses in library administration, and to 
some extent for courses in reference work and book selection. Teach- 
ers colleges, as well as library schools, should find it useful. Its 
honesty and its lucidity recommend it as a careful piece of research.

WiTH HIS USUAL ENTHUSIASM STEINMETZ took up his new duties as college 
lecturer. He knew nothing about it, of course, and lecturing to undergraduates 
is as specialized a profession as acting on the vaudeville circuit. You have to 
hold down the writhing, unwilling minds with one hand while you cram knowl- 
edge into them with the other. Undergraduates have a way of drawing in their 
ears until they become round, perfectly polished—until words glance off them 
harmlessly. Steinmetz brought a new and perfectly innocent method into the 
lecture room. He was rewarded with a certain amount of unexpected success. 

Those who attended his lectures remember vividly the remarkable appearance 
he made on the platform. He looked out of perspective, as if he were a long 
way off and moving with wonderful rapidity. [He would write nervously on the 
blackboard, talking all the time, and then without missing a word whirl round 
in a tempest of questions. After the first fifteen minutes the minds of the 
students became rather numb. No one ever followed him in all his calculations. 
I1e’d plunge into a flood of figures like a diver into a whirlpool; he’d struggle 
furiously with weird symbols which meant nothing at all to anyone but himself ; 
he’d cover the board with writing too small to be seen beyond the first row, and 
finally he would emerge with a conclusion which should have been on Page 347, 
two chapters ahead. 

The students got very little actual mathematical information out of his 
lectures but they did get a great deal of inspiration. And mathematics in its 
higher forms is very inspirational. The sight of the little man on the platform 
there, bursting with enthusiasm and performing chalk miracles before their eyes, 
was enough to put energy into any ambitious young engineer. There aren’t 
many lecturers like Steinmetz. If there were, no one would learn anything 
definite. But one Steinmetz in the intellectual adolescence of every man would 
make that man higher minded and less apt to become a mere stodgy technician.

MOTION PICTURE 
COOPERATION 


A plan which promises to be help- 
‘ul to libraries interested in cooperation 
with motion pictures is being worked 
out jointly by the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributors and by the Mo- 
tion Picture and Visual Aids Commit- 
tee of the American Library Associa- 
tion, with the aid of the Los Angeles 
and Cleveland public libraries. 

Through the invitation of the Mo- 
tion Picture Producers, a committee of 
two or three members of the Los 
Angeles Public Library staff, headed by 
Miss Gladys Caldwell, is previewing in 
llollywood pictures thought suitable 
for library cooperation, and reporting 
its impressions to the Cleveland Public 
Library, which in turn prepares a book- 
mark reading list on pictures recom- 
mended, if material is adequate. A full 
account of the procedure and methods 
of cooperation may be found in Miss 
l‘reeman’s article in the Library Journal 
for June 15, 1929, p. 519-524. 


The first picture viewed by the com- 


mittee, and highly recommended, was 
the beautiful “Bridge of San Luis Rey,” 
which however proved to have too little 
“connecting” material in book form to 
lend itself to the making of a reading 
list. The next was the story of “Evan- 


geline.’” The bookmark list for this 
picture was printed in the Library 
Journal for Sept. 15, 1929, p. 763.
